We are a non-profit organization. We sell our disks at 
the least expensive price we can. Basically, our 8-bit disks 
sell for $3.00 per single-sided disk. Our ST disks are sold 
for $4 each. These amounts cover the expense of 
purchasing a blank disk, its cover, and printing a label, ink, 
etc. 

If a disk is two-sided, we charge $4.00. If we include 
printed instructions we add an additional $2.00 to cover 
duplication charges, unless otherwise noted. 

If we have to mail anything, we charge a flat $5 fee for 
shipping and handling. This pays for shipping materials 
and postage. That means you may over-pay on a small 
order, but you make up for it on a large one. It evens out 
for us. 

If you join TEAC it costs you $25 a year. This pays for 
postage for our TEAC Newsletter which is published and 
mailed six times a year. It also includes a year’s 
subscription to Atari Interface Magazine, an $18 value. We 
lose a little on this, but hopefully the sale of disks offsets 
this loss. The TEAC Newsletter and Atari Interface 
Magazine contain reviews, software and hardware news, 
and other information on Atari educational software. 

Our club is open to anybody with an interest in the 
Atari, although we specialize mainly in educational uses of 
the Atari.

Thank you -for your interest in The Educators' Atari Club. We 
are a small group consisting o-f students, parents and educators 
interested in developing the Atari as an educational tool. We -formed 
in Mendocino County o-f California to exchange information and public 
domain programs with each other, and found the great majority of 
these programs to be unusable, unless the user had a background in 
programming and could de-bug the programs before using them. We felt 
that there is a great need, especially amoung educators, to find 
reliable programs to use in the classrooms. 

Out of this need, we formed TEAC and now we are in the process 
of building a library of educational programs that are classroom 
tested before we release them. Because we feel that most classroom 
teachers are not programers, before we add a program to our library, 
we test them in the classroom, rewrite them so that they work, 
improve them visually if necessary, and spend a great deal of time 
making sure they will not discourage the causal user when used. In 
short, we wish our programs to be user friendly. 

TEACDISKS are programmed for Atari 8—bit computers and placed on 
DOS 2.0 disks with autorun menus. The decision to use the older DOS 
2.0 operating system and the 8-bit format was based on the belief 
that most classroom teachers have a mixture of equipment in use, some 
of which is not compatible with newer DOS operating systems. 

All TEACDISK programs are, to the best of our knowledge, public 
domain. Each program is tied into the TEACDISK menu and protected 
against examination or change by the casual user. However, whole 
can easily be copied using any sector copy program. We 
recommend making back-up copies and sharing these programs freely 
with others. 


Another activity that is near and dear to us is helping Atari 
users learn more about their computer, and especially learn about the 
best buys in commericial educational software. We share information 
about these programs in our newsletter and at our meetings. 

We welcome interested parties to join with us. Our yearly dues 
are presently $16 and this places you on our mailing list, entitles 
you to purchase from our TEACDISK library (most disks cost $5), and 
become a active member of our family. As a member, you will be asked 
to help us test various programs we are considering for our library, 
and make suggestions for us on how to improve them. 

Any person having a program that they feel would fit into our 
collection is invited to submit it. Unlike other user groups, 
however, we cannot guarentee that we will add your proqram to our 
library until after it has been tested in the classroom and approved. 
IT accepted, we will send you a copy of one of our disks, your 
program in its final form, and our thanks for letting us add it to 
our library.
